MEN FLASHED PISTOLS 
TO HALT SEARCH, CLAIM 


Two Small Children in 
Auto Escape Death as 
Father Crumples Up 
. Dead.

Sylvania, Ga., July 14.—Two broth- 
ers, Joe and Herman Bazemore, 
prominent Screven county farmers, 
were killed about 8 o'clock tonight 
on the Millen road, about four miles 
from Sylvania, by County Policeman 
J. V. Dolan. 

The Bazemores were in an aujomo- 
bile with two of their children, a boy 
and a girl, who were sitting in the 
rear seat, when the county officer 
stopped the car in front of the home 
of Fred Waters, for the purpose of’ 
searching it for liquor. 

Both of the Bazemores were killed 
instantly. All of the information ob- 
tainable here tonight came from the 
viayer* and Deputy Sheriff L. A. 
Dickey, who was with Dolan, but who 
ways he did not shoot. 

According to Dolan and Dickey, 
he Bazemores greeted them with 
rawn revolvers when they approach- 
d the brothers’ automobile for the 
surpose of looking for moonshine 
iquor. They say they had reason 
éo believe the brothers were hauling 
liquor. Dolan says he fired when it 
became apparent to him that the 
brothers were prepared to shoot at 
him, 

The brothers were sittting on the 
front seat. Dolan fired twice and 
killed both of them instantly. Their 
bodies collapsed and they were dead 
without uttering a sound, it was said. 
The wounds indicated that they 
were shot with buckshot. The two 
children, son and daughter of Her- 
man Bazemore, were on the back 
seat. They escaped injury, though 
they were much frightened, Joe Baze 
more was driving the ear, 


After the shooting Officer Dolan 
drove the car into Sylvania, reported 
the case to the authorities and turn- 
ed the bodies over to undertukers 

Joe is!survived by his widow and 
four children, while Herman leaves 
a widow and five children. Both 
families are widely known. 


Sheriff J. J. Griffin, of Screven 
county, reported that examination of 
the automobile showed that two kegs 
of liquor were concealed in it at the 
time of the shooting. He would give 
no details of the affair.

FORMAL CAMPAIGN 


PROBABLY JULY 20 


Nominee To Finish Party 
Conferences Friday—To 
Write Acceptance 
Speech in Maine.

New York, July 14.—Jechn W. 
Davis, democratic nominee for presi- 
dent, spent today conferring with 
party leaders from various states pre- 
paratory to writing his address of 
acceptance, which will formally open 
his campaign and reveal the tactics 
he will follow. 

While the nominee has not announc- 


ed any of his plans in detail, it was 


learned that the notification cere- 
mony wonld be held in Clarksburg, 
W. Va., his birthplace, and prob- 
ably in the housé where he spent his 
boyhood. The date is likely to be 
about July 28. 

Mr. Davis will finish conferences 
with advisers and democratic chiefs 
by Friday, then will escape to a smal! 
and isolated island off the Maine 
coast to frame his rallying call for the 
campaign. 

Owen Offers Advice. 

Senator R. L. Owen, of Oklahoma, 
author of the federal reserve’ act, 
called upon the nominee today to 
urge upon him the importance of em- 
phasizing the republican party’s re- 
sponsibility for the recent currency 
deflation which, according to Sen- 
ator Owen, “broke the heart of the 
west.” 

“Their responsibility,” he said, “was 
shown by the Medill McCormick reso- 
lution of May 20, 1920, by the re- 
publican platform of that year, and 
by Mr. Harding's speech of acceptance. 
They declared themselves determined 
to deflate the currency, and within 
two years loans and discounts were 


contracted by five and one-half billion |

dollars and the currency was deflated 
to the extent of $1,517,000,000. This 
caused the bankruptcy of over 2,000 
banks and of many hundreds of thou- 
sands of western people.” 
_ The senator conceded that the delay 
in the economic reconstruction of Eu- 
rope was one cause of the troubles of 
the American farmer, but he attrib- 
uted Europe’s plight to the “betrayal 
of America by the entente allies,” 

“America had the right to believe,” 
le explained. “that all would carry 
out in good faith the pledges made to 
the German peoples br the allies when 
thev accepted Mr. Wilson's fourteen 
points.”

Washington, July 14.—We have

It is a three-party contest of a 
kind different from eny that has ever 
occurred in recent American history. 
It must not be confused with the 
three-party contest of 1912, when the 
progressive party was in the race; for 
between the situation of 1912 and the 
situation of 1924 there is little sim- 
ilarity. 

The difference lies in the fact that 
the strength of Roosevelt and the 
progressives ip 1912 was distributed 
all over the country, whereas La Fol- 
lette’s strength is concentrated in a 
few states. That makes a great deal 
ot difference, as will presently be 
seen. Unhappily it must be said that 
the situation of 1924 is more portent- 
out of a disturbing outcome, for it 
contains more than the possibility, 
a;most the probability, that the elec- 
tion may be thrown into congress and 
that as a result there may be in con- 
gress next winter a deadlock more 
formidable and much more disturbing 
than the one at New York last week. 

No Hope of Victory. 

It will be La Folléette’s purpose to 
manage his campaign in such a way 
as to throw the election of the pres- 
ident into the house. La Follette has 
n» expectation or hope of getting a 
lnrger popular vote than Davig or 


Coolidge. He does not expeet to win 
in terms of the popular vote. What 
he expects and what he can do is te 
c.rry enough states to bring about a 
situation in which the election will 
have to be thrown into congress.

biles, an ordinance has been passed 
prohibiting the custom and imposing 
severe penalties for violation, 

Many persons, it is stated, dress 
and undress in automobiles in broad 
daylight on the main streets of Tybee, 
changing from street clothes, while 
sitting in machines. Residents of 
Tybee, visitors to the island, and 
members of the town council have 
been shocked at the practice, which 
appears to be on the increase. 

The: ordinance makes it unlawful 
for anyone to dress or undress in any 
automobile, motor car, motor truck 
or motor vehicle or any other vehicle 
of any kind whatsoever within the 
corporate limits of the town of Tybee. 

The second section of the ordinance 
provides that anyone convicted in the 
mayor's court at Tybee of violating 
the ordinance shall be fined $100 or 
imprisoned for a period not to exceed 
30 days in the Tybee prison or the 
jail of Chatham county, either or both 
at the discretion of the court. 

Tybee police have been instructed 
to keep a sharp lookout for offenders 
against the new ordinance and to 
make arrests for its violation. It is 
proposed to take summary measures 
to bring this practice to an end as 
one which is harmful to public de- 
cency and morals,

ROUND-WORLD JAUN‘’' 
THREE-FOURTHS DONKE. 

Washington, July 14.—When they 
landed triumphantly in Paris, the 
American round-the-world flyers had 
left behind them three-quarters of 
their jaunt around the surface of the 
globe. 

In 118 days they have covered 18.- 
0305 miles. Actually, they have flown 
239 hours and 33 minutes, an average 
of about 75 miles an hour. 

The remaining distance, 7,296 
miles, will be covered in two stages 
from Paris to Boston. 4,466 miles, 
and from Boston to Santa Monica, 
Cal.. where they set out, 2.830 miles. 

When the flyers reach England, the 
planes will be given a complete over- 
hauling at Hull, and pontoons will be 
installed again for the hop across the 
Atantic, expected to begin about 
August 1. Favorable weather is ex- 
pected for the final water trip, and 
the flyers do not fear the Atlantic 
after the blizzards experienced about 
Alaska, where they were held up and 
their leader forced to abandon the 
journey. 

There will be three open water 
jumps across the Atlantic, from the 
Orkney islands to Iceland, from Ice- 
land to Greenland and from Greenland 
to Labrador. From Labrador the 
flyers will proceed to Boston in three 
stages, stopping at Hawkes Bay, New- 
foundland, and Pictou Bay, Nova 
Scotia. 

From Boston the route lies to Mine- 
ola, l.. I., then to Washington, and 
from the capital across the continent 
to Santa Monica, by the usual trans- 
continental course. Major (General 
Patrick, chief of the army air service, 
expects them to reach Boston about 
August 10. 


FOURTEEN HOPS 
FROM LONDON TO U. S. 

Washington, July 14.—The Amer- 
ican world flyers with their arrival 
it Paris today are just 16 days be- 
hind the schedule which was approved 
for the trip by the war department, 
aithough they have covered 18,000 
miles in little more than 100 days 
wilth 239 hours’ flying time. 

Under the original schedule they 
would be due in Washington August 
10, but, although they may clip two 
or three days off their flying time on 
the remaining hops, it is not expected 
that they will arrive here much befor-= 
August 25. 

They are due next to hop to London, 
a distance of 225 miles, and then en- 
ter upon the sixth and final division 
with the following hops by miles: 

Hull, England. 155 miles; Kirk- 
wall, Orkney Islands, 370 miles; 
Thorshaven, Farce Islands, 275 miles; 
Ilornafjord, Iceland, 260 miles; Rey- 
kiavik, Ieeland, 339 miles; Angmag- 
selik, Greenland, 500 miles; Ivigtut, 
Greenland, 500 miles; Indian Harbor, 
Labrador. f72 miles; Cartwright Har- 
bor, Labrador, 400 miles: Hawkes 
Ray. Newfoundland. 290 miles; Pic- 
teu Harbor. Nova Scotia, 420 miles; 
Boston, 529 miles; Mitchel Field, 
New York, 175 miles, and Waehing- 
ton, 220 miles.

His elevation to the bench induced 
him to resign two important posi- 
tions in the Tammany organization, 
one as a member of the executive 
committee, which he held for 10 years, 
the other as chairman of the law com- 
mittee, to which he succeeded Surro- 
gate James A. Foley four yeors ago. 

Judge Olvany was married in 1911 
to Miss Agnes Halhin, of Scarboro. 
N. Y. They have one son, George

AMERICAN LIVES 
BEING SAFEGUARDED. 

Washington, July 14.—Reported 
evacuation of the city of Sao Paulo 
by the Brazilian federal authorities 
was confirmed in official dispatches 
received today by the state depart- 
ment. 

One dispatch, undated, from Sao 
Paulo, described the withdrawal of the 
federals to Santos, where, it was 
said, preparations were well advanced 
for a renewed attack upon the state 
capital. Troops were aircady in mo- 
tion with this object in view when 
the message was sent. 

This dispatch and another from 
Santos, also undated, emphasized the 
belief of the department’s informants 
that American lives and property 
would be adequately safeguarded by 
both factions. All means of communi- 
cation, with stores of arms and am- 
munition, were commandeered by the 
federals, the department was informed 
and the government was being pressed 
to declare a moratorium in the af- 
fected area for at least one month. 

The government troops attacking 
the rebels at Sao Paulo are maintain- 
ing their positions and have made 
“notable advances” at several points, 
it was said in an official communique 
received today at the Brazilian em- 
bassy. 

Decisice Effort Made. 

“We believe,” the dispatch added, 
“that the rebels have already made 
without result their decisive effort. 
Great discouragement prevails among 
them. In the principal cities of the 
state the people are enthusiastically 
organizing volunteer companies to as- 
sist the troops.” 

A telegram received in official cir- 
cles late today and bearing the date 
of the evening of July 12, declared 
the federal troops had recaptured the 
suburbs of the city of Sao Paulo. 
Local authorities anticipated several 
days of fighting, but were optimistic, 
the message said. 

Up to the time the dispatch was 
filed there had been no American 
casualties in the area of revolt and 
casualties of all kinds were said to 
be small. Santos was reported to be 
quiet, but all Phipping had been di- 
verted owing to port restrictions. 
Prices were rising; the message said, 
and the local hotels were jammed. 


3,000 SLAIN 
AT SAO PAULO. 

Santos, Brazil, July 18.—(Byv The 
Associated Press.)—Fighting in the 
city of Sao Paulo, seat of the Bra- 
zilian insurrection, has been of the 
most desperate character during the 
past few days, according to two em- 
ployees of an American concern, who 
arrived here today after a perilous 
journey afoot from the beleaguered 
metropolis, They estimated that the 
dead among troops and civilians will 
reach 3 , 

The luxurious Hotel Esplanade at 

Sao Paulo has been turned into a hos- 
pital and is said to be crowded with 
the wounded. Shells from the be- 
sieging federal forces have been fall- 
ing in the city. One landed on a 
‘hotel, killing eight civilians. Some of 
the federal artillery, stationed south 
of the suburb of Ypiranga, has been 
bombarding the city. Most of the 
fighting which has been taking place 
between here-and Sao Paulo is said 
to have been between small bands of 
rebels and federal troops. 
_ Refugees confirm the report that 
six hundred federal troops who start- 
ed last week from Santos to aid in 
the relief of Sao Paulo were cut to 
pieces by the insurrectionists. 

Governor de Campos, Sao Paulo 
state president, is understood to be 
bere in Santos now under federal 
He is declared to have 
said that the people of Sao Paulo 
wanted him to remain as a leader in 
the insurrection, but he refused to 
join the movement, whereupon he 
was permitted to escape from the city. 

The rebel forces defending Sao 
Paulo against the attack of the fed- 
eral troops are estimated to number 
34,000. This number is said to be 
increasing daily by recruits arriving 
from nearby regions. ‘The federals 
at present are estimated to number 
24.000, either on hand or en route 
The federal bombardment of Sao 
Paulo is said to have turned the 
entire population overwhelmingly to 
the support of the leaders of the in- 
surrection. 

It is reported that the state legis- 
lature will meet Monday to take the 
necessary action for the besieged city’s 
welfare. It is declared that military 
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leaders, headed by General Lopez, are 
| preparing to take the offensive against 
| the government by marching on Rio 
ide Janeiro, expecting to attract rein- 
'forcements en route.

| REBELS IN DISORDER,

Another communique states that 
government forces are advancing from 
various points and that volunteer bat- 
talions are being organized in aill 
towns in the state of Sao Paulo. 

President Bernardes has received a 
telegram from Carlos de Campos, gov- 
ernor of Sao Paulo, which says “the 
Italian, English and Spanish consuls 
request me to advise that so far all 
consulates in Sao Paulo have been 
respected.” 

This comes as a denial of reports 
that certain consuls have been arrest- 
ed by the rebels.

TAX VOTE OPPOSED 
BY MISS KEMPTON 
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would not be any raise in the tax 
rates, but on the contrary were prom- 
ised that if there should be any 
change, it would be a_ reduction. 
Without committing ourselves to the 


proposition that the tax rate never 
shall be increased, we must say that 
to come to us for a raise within two 
short years after such language as 
that just quoted, is a proposition 
which we cannot approve. 

General Cry for Reduction. 


“Everybody knows industrial condi- 
tions throughout the country, as well 
as in the south. Everybody knows 
the burdens of taxation under which 
the country is groaning, and that 
there is a general cry (and it is based 
on the best of reasons) for a reduc- 
tion of taxes all along the line. Practi- 
cally every large city in Georgia has 
within recent years reduced its rate 
of taxation. We are informed that 
Augusta has reduced its tax rate, Sa- 
vannah has reduced its tax rate. Co- 
lumbus bag reduced its tax rate, and 
Macon has reduced its tax rate. 

“Already Atlanta returns for tax- 
ation approximately one-fourth of all 
the taxable property in the state of 
Georgia. Already, during the present 
year the city of Atlanta has raised 
the assessments on taxable property 
in Atlanta from about $208,000,000 
t»> $250,000,000. This is a raise of 
$42.000,000 in assessments alone. 

“With all the balance of the state 
reducing taxes, it is too much to ask 
an increase in Atlanta's rate after its 
assessments have been increased near- 
ly 20 per cenf. 

Would Hurt Real Estate. 

“Nothing would hurt the values of 
real estate in Atlanta more at this 
time than to raise the tax rate, Noth- 
ing would hurt building in Atlanta 
so much as to raise the tax rate. 
Nothing would hurt the investment of 
outside capital in Atlagta at this 
time so much as to raise the tax rate. 
| Where will thia thing of raising the 
tax rate end? The people's represen- 
| tatives in the legislature must stand 
| uard over their rights, Already At- 

anta has.an income of approximately 
$8.000,000 per year. 

“In calling attention to the tre- 
mendous tax burden which the peo- 
ple of Atlanta bear, we want to call 
at*ention to the fact that we pay 
probably one-fifth of the entire state's 
gasoline tax, and get back practically 
nothing. The same is true of auto- 
mobile licenses. The same is true of 
the labor of convicts convicted in our 
local courts, maintained at our ex- 
pense. 

“We wish to call attention to the 
fact also that this is a presidential 
year and there is a very large num- 
ber of negroes registered for this 
election. A great many of these peo- 
ple are without any property interests 
in this county, and shall we submit the 
question of a tax raise to an election 
in which they would largely partici- 
nate? We are also mindful of the 
fact that such an election as is pro- 
posed would disturb the people of this 
community. would create great fric- 
tion and strife and bitternese—and, 
all things considered. we cannot give 
cur consent to introducing thia prop- 
osition to raise the tax rate.” 

Concerning the permanent registra- 
tion list, Mise Kempton said: 

“Permanent lists in large ‘tities 
have heen found to be both expensive 
and inaceurate, and we cannot ap- 
prove this proposa] for the city of 
Atlanta. At this time, the countr 
-commission of Fulton, upon request of 
the county registrars, is preparing ; 
bill to abolish the county permanent 
registration list, and every indication 
points to the conelusion that such a 
list for Atlanta would be a total fail- 
ure. 

“Permanent liats are excellent ifn 
small communities where registrars 
are acquainted with all the citizens 
and know when each dies. In large 
cities like Atlanta, however, the Nsts 
invariably carry hundreds of names

The Constitution has had several 


otc Inquiries as to the possibility of 


the election of a president this year 
being thrown into the house of 
representatives and as to the 


_. method of selection thereafter.

These inquiries arise, of course, 


from the fact that Senator La Fol- 
lette, of Wisconsin, is a candidate 
for president on an independent- 
progressive platform, with the gen- 
eral belief that he may carry a few 
of the central northwestern states, 
such as Wisconsin, Minnesota, lowa 
and the Dakotas. 

The fundamental law providing 
for the election of a president and 
vice president in the electoral col- 
lege, and thereafter in the house of 
representatives, should the eollege 
be unable to elect, is eontained in 
the 12th amendment to the federal 
constitution. 

There are 531 yotes In the elec- 
toral college, and it requires a ma-

jority to elect a president, That is, 
it requires 266 votes. It fs figured) 
that if La Follette should get from 
50 to 60 votes, as he claims he will 
get, and that if there should be no 
landslide for either Davis or Cool- 
idge, both candidates polling ap- 
proximately the same electoral 
strength, then, in that event, the 
house of representatives would 
have to be resorted to according to 
constitutional law. 

That is true; and in that event 
the states must vote as a unit, New 
York, for instance, would vote a 
single unit, Just as Rhode Island, 

“or Nevada, or Montana—or Georgia, 
as for that matter. Hence the un- 
certainty of it. 

It is no occasion for alarm. The 
same pre-election speculation was 
indulged in in 1912, when Poose- 
velt led a third party. There was 
a landslide for Wilson. 

It is not probable, though cf 
course possible, that the election 
of a president will be thrown into 
the house in 1924. 

On the other hand, with the 
strong possibility that La Follette 
may take the electors in some cf 
the radical states of the northwest, 
which states are nominally repub- 
lican, this ought to be a good year 
for democratic success. 

And with the solidarity of the 
party being so rapidly and so com- 
mendably accomplished, it is not 
unlikely that the next president of 
the United States will, indeed, be 
John W. Davis—as able, as sound, 
as safe, as dependable a leader as 
the demcecrats of this country could 
possibly have chosen.

There are 
spear hurlers who beat us in the 
javelin throw. Nevertheless, in 
seven international competitions 
Americans have dominated the field. 

It is interesting to study the 
“why” of it all. Is it not because 
Americans take their athletics more 
seriously? Indeed study and 
training in athletics as the soldier 
trains for the infantry or the ar- 
tillery? 

That undoubtedly is the answer. 
The American college athlete is su- 
perlatively trained. His every 
movement is analyzed and he is 
fitted to that specialty to which he 
is or can become best equipped; 
or if not available for the tests he 
is sidetracked without fuss or fear. 
It is simply a survival of the fit- 
test in which titles play no part, 
and in which prestige cuts no 
figure. 

The American coach wants an 
athlete, and he wants him quali- 
fied whether he comes from the 
Knicker classes of New York’s 
“400” or the brawny masses of the 
southern hill country. 

Technique, in which Is involved 
the finer points of the game, and 
not social position, has made the 
American athlete supreme. 


SIMPLE FUNERALS.

DYSPEPSIA—IT AIN’T NO MO. 
A quaint query turned ap in the 


mail the other day—just as a silver 
dollar occasionally turns up at the 
bank. The silver dollar used to be. 
well, not a rarity at any rate. Now 
one has to go west of the Mississipp! 
to collect the cartwheels, and out west 
one has to exercise the most positive 
determination not to become exhaust- 
ed carrying around the change from 
a 10-dollar note. 

When I made my first big mis- 
take and started in to practice medi- 
cine on private patients—of course I 
had practiced thoroughly on hospital 
inmates for a while first—dyspepsia 
was a mighty handy diagnosis. . Most 


patients kinda liked it; they seemed: 


to consider dyspepsia a distinction. 
like gout and neurasthenia and a few 
other meaningless if not entirely 
harmless suggestions of that sort. So 
I had a fine assortment of dyspepsia 
cases under my neglect or maltreat- 
ment. 1 practiced on them about 
everything the romanticists of the 
medical world recommended, from 
diet to drugs. I distinguished several 
varieties of dyspepsia, and had speci- 
mens of each variety under my ob- 
servation for a time. I even labelled 


‘a few of my most atrocious cases 


“starch dyspepsia,” for some near 
chemists had just discovered that the 
fermentation of sugars and starches 
produces more or less “gas.” Well, 
I am really ashamed to go on with 
this confession and I have carefully 
waited several years to make it—I 


notice a doctor generally waits a rea- | 


sonable time beforé making such con- 
fessions—but this quaint query 
brings it gll back again. My cor- 
respondent’ wishes to know what I 
would advise—he doesn’t say advise 
or prescribe, but suggest, that is his 
word—what I would suggest for a 
“bad case of dyspepsia’ which he has 
had, he assures me, for three years. 
He lives east of the Mississippi but 
far from the Missouri. Nevertheless 
I am going to be honest with him. 


I can afford to tell the truth in a} 


ease like this, because the correspond- 
ent is not a patient of mine and I 
shall feel no chagrin if he concludes 
to try another doctor. 

Dyspepsia is purely and simply a 
doctor's lie. 

Now understand me, a doctor’s lie 
is often a good and noble thing, with 
the highest and purest motive behind 
it. A doctor who doesn’t lie isn’t 
much of a doctor anyhow. But this 
dyspepsia lie—it was useful enough 
in the dim days when we doctors just 
quietly buried our mistakes and “no 
complaint—everybody satisfied.” But 
about 10 or 15 years ago there de- 
veloped in this country, thanks to the 
earnest endeavors of none other than 
the doctor himself, a more wholesome 
and intelligent feeling in rezard to the

| ditions through scientific methods of 


examination and particularly a more 
sensible view of the practice of hold- 
ing necropsies or “autopsies” in diffi- 
cult, obscure, unusual or baffling 
cases, 
of the doctors themselves, the laity 
has adopted a new and more intelli- 
gent attitude toward such _ studies, 
and among the many things we have 
learned from the post mortem Inves- 
tigation of disease is the nonentity 
of dyspepsia.

game of politics played under circum- 
stances never known before in this 
country, and to which even veterans 
were unaccustomed. 

_ With one exception I have attend- 
ed every national convention of botb 
parties since 1896, when, as a boy just 
out of college, I sat within ten feet of 
the handsome, dashing young orator of 
the Platte at Chicago when a Geor- 
gian impulsively placed him in nomi- 
nation for the presidency, and a group 
of enthusiastic, hysterical delegates, 
with a shout of “Bryan,” trotted him 
around the pit on their shoulders. 

I watched the impregnable Hanna- 
Fairbanks machine nominate McKin- 
ley the same year; and subsequently 
at Philadelphia, in 1900, I saw the 
same machine choke down and its 
great driving wheel cease to revolve 
when, by popular acclaim, Theodore 
Roosevelt was nominated for the vice 
presidency—a tidal wave for the 
Rough Rider hero of San Juan that 
no wall or political jettison could 
hold back. 

In 1920 I saw the apparently in- 
vincible column of delegate strength 
behind General Leonard Wood, at 
Chicago, beaten back mercilessly by a 
mere handful of Lowden delegates, 
only to see Lowden in turn crumble 
and fall before the Thompson ms- 
chine, while Harding, a 100 to 1 
starter, trotted in across the lines. 

For years I have watched and 
studied these plays on the political 
chessboard, and many and many & 
time have I thought of that familiar 
little couplet—

“For when the one great scorer comes 
To write against your name. 

He writes not that you won or lost, 
But how you played the game.” 


It was not altogether a guess, there- 
fore, at the state democratic commit- 
tee mecting in Atlanta on January 17 
last when I declared that neither Mc- 
Adoo nor Underwood would be the 
nominee, of the New York convention, 
but that Senator Ralston would prob- 
ably be named. 

Senator Ralston would have been 
nominated had he permitted his name 
to remain before the convention. 
Nothing could have stopped it when 
the McAdoo-Smith deadlock crumbled

not to accept the honor. 

Some of the Smith states did not 
want him because they regarded him 
unavailable on account of the alleged 
klan domination in Indiana politics. 
But this would have been brushed 
aside—as disastrous to the hopes of 
his friends as it seemed at a time— 
had he allowed his friends to hold hts 
name to the score cards.

Why did I say, in January, that 
neither McAdoo nor Underwood could 
be nominated? 

That question has been asked of me 
500 times, I conscientiously believe. 

At the time there were no revela- 
tions connecting the Californian with 
the Doheny interests through his law 
practice; nor was there any docu- 
mentary evidence, such as the now 
famous Nathan Bedford Forrest let- 
ter, connecting him with a secret klan 
influence.

Pre-convention preferential 
campaigns always antagonize, and 
while they may, at enormoly expense, 
create a bloc of delegates, as’ was cre- 
ated for Mr. McAdoo at New York, 
the final result is usually disastruus. 

As an illustration McAdoo contest- 
ed Ohio against its favorite son, Gov- 
ernor James M. Cox. .Cox won. Is it

Putting these two situations to- 
gether it was impossible for me to see

were

He followed this 
ywdgment persistently in his trading, 
his friends say, despite the fact that 
he was compelled to take large losses 
during May, when he was reported to 
have been eompelled to pay for 4,000,- 
000 bushels of cash corn bought on 
contracts for May delivery. A month 
aco he predicted corn would reach a 
dollar a bushel before the end of July 
and wet weather which has held the 
crop back made his forecast come true 
even sooner. 

“T felt all along that corn was 
worth more money,” he said tonight 
in discussing today’s deal, “and that 
the Chicago stock which only a little 
while ago was the largest in the coun- 
try would all be wanted.

This might 
be just enough to bring it about that 
Coolidge and Davis, if they should 
run comparatively even, would each 
have less than a majority. 

If no one of the candidates for 
president has a majority, then the 
election is thrown into the lower house 
of congress, and in that situation we 
have a disturbing 
deadlock. It is the present house 
that will have the choice, not the one 


| presently to be elected.

It is to be remembered that in the 
house the vote is not by individual 
congressmen but by states. The en- 
tire delegation from each state votes 
as a unit and each state has one vote, 
New York has one yote and New 
Mexico one vote.

“T am returning to 

to resign a8 ambassador as 
the task I came to help is concluded. 
My mission really commenced last 
year when I came to Mexico as head 
of the American mission to negotiate 
a basis for the resumption of diplo- 
matic relations after which general 
and special claims conventions were 
signed, 

“Of course, there will be no sur- 
prjse at my resignation, because it 
was understood that I came to ar- 
rive at a basis for a good under- 
standing between Mexico and _ the 
United States, and not to serve as 
American ambassador when that task 
was completed. I feel that the work 
is done and that the agencies cre- 
ated to adjust the claims of citizens 
of both countries will succeed in 
their part of the work. 

“T will leave July 22, resigning the 
ambassadorship after conferences 
with President Coolidge and Secre- 
tary of State Hughes. I leave know- 
ing that the present relations be- 
tween Mexico and the United States 
are friendly and cordial, both peo- 
ples desiring justice in their rela- 
tions.”
